meCORT OF BOARD: OF ‘EDUCATION.

I preface my report by saying I wish our school buildings might all 
have a fresh coat of paint the coming spring, and that Nos. 3, 5 and 7 
might have two, after outside repairs. 


The school meeting was held March 7, 1898. Mr. Benj. Herrick 
was chosen a member of the School Board for two years, in place of 
Rey. O. E. Hardy resigned. Miss Abbie F. Cram was re-elected for 
three years. 


March 10, Miss A. F. Cram and Mr. John H. Goodrich appointed 
Eliza A. Putnam to serve one year, in place of Mr. B. F. Herrick, re- 
signed, after which a school meeting was held, oath of office taken, 
and organized as follows: Miss Abbie F. Cram, chairman; Eliza A. 
Putnam, secretary, and to have care of the supplies; Mr. J. H. Good- 
tich, treasurer. .

Mrs. Irene V. Murch from South Weare, N. H., taught both terms 
in No. 1. She came to us rich in experience, energy and tact. She 
expected the best of her pupils, and found it. She was particularly 
conscientious regarding their morals, denying her own pleasure, that 
her influence over her pupils might be the best. On visiting the 
school we always found them busy as bees, minus the buzzing, with- 
out any whispering one to another. 


We were glad to learn Colburn’s Arithmetic was used because of its 
excellent mental training. No.1 has the honor of the cleanest record 
for the fall term in town, only one pupil tardy once during the term. 


In No. 2, Miss Eva M. Bugbee taught the spring term. We liked 
her appearance and noted the tasteful decorations of her school room. 
For the fall term, Miss Ida B. Woodward, from Worcester, Mass., 
came to us fresh from the Normal school. Although it was her wish 
to begin with a small school we are sure she would have been success- 
fulin alargerone. We were pleased with her method of teaching her 
pupils the art of reading in an easy conversational style, in place of 
the jerky, labored way so many use when attempting to read. One 
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half of her pupils had no tardy marks during the fourteen weeks 
term, and those set to the rest were a very great improvement upon 
last year. 


No. 3 spring term was taught by Miss Clintina Curtis, Wilton, N. H. 
An excellent, faithful teacher. The fall and winter term was taught 
by Miss H. C. Farnsworth, Lancaster, Mass., who had some experi- 
ence as a teacher in New Hampshire schools, and came to us with 
methods and ideas from a Massachusetts Normal school. She proved 
to be no shirk and seemed anxious to interest her pupils in their 
work. We know advancement was made and think if some did not 
learn all they should, the blame should rest principally upon them- 
selves. We were sorry not to see more studious application on the 
part of some who ought to have been keenly alive to their need of it. 
There are a few fine writers in this school, as there ought to be, for 
not only Miss Farnsworth, but her predecessor, Miss Curtis, excelled 
in the art. (Would say right here that among many applications from 
strangers those best written usually receive most favor.) Some val- 
uable lessons in perspective drawing were taught; wish Miss Farns- 
worth might have had time for more of that work. We asked that 
fractions and interest might receive special study during fall and win- 
ter, and the last weeks of the term the Ist class were given a separate 
recitation in each. I always feel a great deal of sympathy for any 
teacher in this school, for there are more than twice as many pupils 
here as in any other school in town, consequently the discipline and 
classifying are proportionately harder. It would be better if some 
criticisms could be withheld by those not especially interested in the 
school, whose presence is seldom or never seen in the school room, 
and that same time taken to improve themselves. We asked several 
of the pupils the last of the fall term if they liked their teacher. 
They said they did and wished her to return, which after a week’s 
vacation she did. At the close of the winter term the pupils pre- 
sented her with gifts, as a token of their regard. 


No. 6 was taught by Miss Elsie B. Curtis, Wilton, N. H. We say, 
without hesitation, a goodteacher. We liked her geography lessons 
by topic from the board, each child had to know all about it; same 
with other lessons. Her lessons in politeness were not lost upon her 
pupils, from the polite young man to the primer class, showing the 
good training in their easy ‘‘ Excuse me’’ on passing us. 


No. 7 pupils went to No. I in spring, but in September Miss Marion 
Hartshorn began school with fourteen pupils. Miss Hartshorn’s 
home was in this district many years. She had many friends there, 
and we think she was the right one in the right place. Besides the 
names on Roll of Honor we notice the names of Louisa and Solomon 
King recorded as coming to school every day of the term. We were 
agreeably surprised to see such a praiseworthy record. There were 
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some short vacations, owing to sickness, weather, etc., but we think 
not long enough to lose their interest. 


In No.9 the services of Miss Alice F. Herlihy, Wilton, were secured 
for both spring and winter terms. Although we are confident she 
would have done equally good work in any of our schools, perhaps 
it was more to the advantage of that school to make no change, as 
teacher and pupils understood one another, and no delay was made in 
advancement. Upon visiting school we were pleased to see the good 
order in the entry, (which served for wash-room, clothes and wood- 
shed,) the broom, brushes, etc., all hung in place; not even a boy’s 
cap thrown in the corner. On entering the main room the same 
order and neatness prevailed. A well-lighted, pleasant room in a ro- 
mantic spot at the base of the mountain. A little lad at the board 
was doing a problem in algebra. I asked how far he had been in the 
complete arithmetic ; he had been through it; also the larger United 
States history and was well advanced in English history. Although I 
did not especially recommend the study of algebra, I was not sorry it 
was used in four or more of our schools. It is good training—a 
difficult problem in arithmetic often being easily solved by its use, and, 
as far as our experience goes, as practical as much that is in the 
arithmetic. 

- We were grateful to Prof. Elliott, of Harvard, for the address he 
gave our teachers in Manchester. If ninety per cent. of our people 
get their education in common schools how important are various 
subjects in which they can take a lively interest. 


I wish to thank all our teachers for making out a statement, at my 
request, of the work done during the terms, some of whom sent 
that of each individual pupil. Also, to all, who, by deeds and words 
of appreciation and encouragement, have helped lighten and brighten 
my school work the past year.
